'Russians 
Go Home' 
Is Chanted 


Mark First 
Anniversary 
Of Occupation

PRAUE (AP) — Czechoslo- 


vaks filled downtown Wcnceslas 
Square in Prague today in a 
giant "Russians go home" dem- 
onstration on the first anniver- 
sary of the Soviet invasion of 
their country. 


Police and army riot units let 


the 
chanting, 
horn-screeching 


demonstration run for 40 min- 
utes (hen fired tear gas in an at- 
tempt to disperse the crowd, es- 
timated at about 50,000. 


The protest action against a 


year of Soviet occupation start- 
ed on the stroke of noon with 
blasts of horns from nearly ev- 
ery vehicle in the dense mid- 
town traffic. 


This was according to a pas- 


sive 
demonstration 
program 


that started at dawn with tens 
of thousands o[ Prague citizens 
walking to work in a protest 
boycott of public transport and 
shops. 
'RUSSIANS GO HOME' 


Czechoslovaks, 
mostly young 


people, poured into Wenceslas 
Square at noon. They broke into 
chants of "Russians, go home, 
Russians, go home," and "long 
live Dubcok." 


Alexander Dubcek headed the 


ruling Communist party when 
Warsaw Pact troops invaded a 
year ago to crush the Dubcck 
program of democratization. 


There were also hooting, de- 


rogatory 
chants 
of 
"Hu-sak, 


Hu-sak," for Guslav Httsak, the 
pro-Soviet party leader who suc- 
ceeded Dubcek last April. 


Many Czechoslovaks stood on 


the sidewalks applauding as the 
young demonstrators started a 
slow-moving parade through the 
square and into the major thor- 
oughfares at one end.
